A bill io "pro- 
vide vocational education for the involuntary idle and the im- 
perfectly ;ind improperly employed" has been inlroduccd in 
the national House by Representative Hug-lie's .'of Georgia and 
has been favorably reported by the committee on education. 
Mr. l-Jughes'says if the bill is enacted into law an opportunity 
will be provided for every boy and girl., to-become bet lei- 
equipped for his or her lifework, and men and women now a I 
work.will be able to increase their efficiency and earning 
power! Incidentally, if such a law goes iiUo effect Hie govern- 
jiienj will have lo provide for'the payment of salaries to Hie 
leachers of agricultural .and industrial subjects, and also for 
Hie training of teachers to give instruction on these subjects. 


Mr, Hughes attempts lo show that such a move on Hie part
